Oz asmoche as great multitude of hydes and tanned 
N er is vntruely, inſufficientlye, and deceyuably tan⸗ 
ned, co2ted, and wzought within this realme, and mo⸗ 
che moꝛe excedynge in the pꝛices than haue ben at any 
tyme heretofoze, by reaſon wherof the kynges pooze 
ſubiectes be greatlye hyndzed and decayde, and fewe 
« of them can go 02 ryde dꝛye eyther in ſhoes oz bootes, 
noꝛ haue any good oz ſtronge hozſeharnets of lether, ne any endurynge 
ſaddellis, maales, oz boudgettes, ne any other thynges made of tanned 
lether, tothey: great damage, loſſe, and hyndꝛaunce. Ind not withſtan⸗ 
dynge dyuers good ſtatutes haue ben made foꝛ the true cozienge and tan⸗ 
nynge of lether, and ſearche of the ſame: yet neuer the leſſe the tanners 
daply ſelle they: lether in they: owne dwellynge houſes, oz in they: ſecrete 
places and houſes out ofthe common fayzes oz markettes:by reaſon wher⸗ 
of the ſame lether is vnſerched, and foꝛ the mooſte parte wzoughte in the 
neceſſaries amonge the kynges pooze ſubiectes, to they: great dammage. 
Fo: refozmatton whereof be it enacted by the kynge oure ſouerapne loꝛde, 
and the lozdes ſpirituall and tempozal, and the commons in this pꝛeſent 
parlyamente aſſembled, and by auctozitie ofthe ſame, that all and ſyngu⸗ 
lar eſtatutes here to foze made concernynge the tanners, coyours, and 
coꝛdweyners, and euerye of theym, theyz miſteries and occupations, and 
the miſteries, and occupations ofeuerye oftheym, ſtandynge in foꝛce and 
not repelled noz expired, ſhall be and ſtonde in theyz fulle ſtrengthe, fo:ce 
and effecte, accoꝛdynge to the tenours and purpoztes of the ſame, 

¶ And to the intente that due and playne ſerche maye be had of tanned le⸗ 
ther befoꝛe it be putte to ſale, Be it enacted, that no perſone oꝛ perſones, 
from the feaſte of ſaynte Pichaell the archaungell, whiche ſhall be in the 
pere of ourlozde god. M. D. Xx Xx X III. ſhall put any tanned lether to ſale, 
within the citie of London,noz within the myles compaſſe of the ſame, 
vnleſt hit be bzoughte in to open markette at Leaden halle in London, 
oz elles in any the fayzes holden within the layde cytie, oz elles where 
without the ſayde citie, within the ſayde . iii. myles compaſſe: and there 
be ſerched and marked by ſuche that haue the ſerche therof; as hathe bene 
accuſtomed, vpon peyne to foꝛfayte the value of euety hyde oz parcell of 
lether, tanned and ſolde after the ſayde feaſt contrary to this act. No2 that 
any perſone oz perſons, vpon lyke peyne put any tannedlether to ſale, out 
of the ſayde market of Leden halle, and oute of the feyꝛes kepte within the 
ſayde citie, and .tit.myles compaſſe therof, in any other place oꝛ places of 
this realme but onely in open fay2es o2 marketes, holden and kepte with 
in any parte of this realme : The one halfe of ſuche fozfayture, if hit be 
within the citie of London, oz within .tit,myles EY _ to be — 
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the kynge our ſouerayn lo2de,# the other halfe therofto the watdens of the 
felowſhyppe of the coꝛdeweyners within the ſame citie, oz to the wardens 
of the felowſhyppe ofthe Saddelers, gyzdelers, coziers, oꝛ any other of 
the kynges ſubtectes in the ſayde citie, that is to ſaye, to ſuche of the ſayde 
wardens oz kynges ſubiectes, that ſhall fyzſte ſue fo2 the ſame, by action 
ok dette, byll, playnte, oz infomation, in any of the kynges courtes: in 
whiche ſute no eſſoyne, pꝛotection, ne wager of lawe ſhall be admitted. 
And if the ſayde fozfayture happen to be out of the ſayde cytie, and oute of 
the ſayde. iii. myles compas, than the one moytie of ſuche penaltie to be 
to the kinge our ſoueraine loꝛde, and the othet moytie therof to the matres,

des of letes, within whole turisdiction oꝛ auctozitie any ſuche fozfayture 
ſhall happen to be recouered by lyke action and ſuite, and after lyke ma⸗ 
ner as ts aboue ſayde: Ind fozlacke of ſo doinge, that than it ſhall be le⸗ 
full foz any ot the kynges ſubiectes to haue power and auctozitie in the ſu⸗ 
yngetherfoze. And where hit is commenlye vſed, that a pztnte, ſcale, oz 
marke ſhulde be ſette and putte by the ſerchers of tanned lether, oz by ſu⸗ 
che as take vpon them the ſerche oz ſealynge of the ſame, vpon euery hide 
well and ſufficiently tanned, befoze the ſellynge therof, to the intente that 

the goodnes therof, by the ſame ſhulde be knowen to the byers therof. 
Whiche marke oz pzinte, fo; coꝛruption and lucre, is commonly ſette and 
putte by ſuche as take vpon them the ſerche and ſealynge, as well vppon 
lether inſufficiently tanned, as vppon lether well tanned, to the great de⸗ 
ceyte of the byers therof : Be it enacted by auctozitie aforeſayd, that euety 
ſuch perſon and perſons, takinge vpon hym oz them the ſerch makynge,oz 
ſealynge of any ſuch tanned lether, which do put oz ſette any marke, ſeale, 
02 pant vppon any hydeoz pice of lether, not being well and ſuikicientlye 
tanned: ſhall loſe à fozfayte. iti.s.titt.d. foz cuery hyde 02 pece of lether 
that he oz they ſhall ſo marke, ſcale, oꝛ put any pante vnto, not beynge 
ſufficiently tanued: The one halfe of whiche foꝛfayture to be to the kynge 
oute ſouerapne loꝛde, and the other moitie therot to ſuche as wyll ſue foꝛ 
the lame by oꝛiginall wꝛytte of dette, bylle, plapnte, oz infozmacion. In 
whiche action oz ſuite no wager ot la we, eſſoen, oz pꝛotection ſhall be al- 

lowed oz admitted. 

¶ And all be it, it is oꝛdeyned and enacted by the ſtatute made in the third 
pere of our ſouerayne loꝛde kyng HENRY the V 111, that the wardeynes 
and felowſhyp of the crafte of cozycrs within the ſayd citie of London and 
their ſucceſſours, oʒ they: ſufficiet deputie 02 deputies,ſhuld haue the ſerch 
of tanned lether, within the ſayde citie and the ſuburbes of the ſame, and 
in other places nerte adioynynge, expꝛeſſed in the ſayde acte, as by the 
ſame acte moze at large is declared : yet neuer the leſſe in other cities, bo- 
roughes, townes coꝛpoꝛate, markettes, and fay:es, there be no ſerchers 
appointed, by reaſon wherof no perſon wyl put any diligence to the ſame, 

oueleſſe ſome auctozite may be gyuen in that behalke: 3 
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It is thertoꝛe enacted by auctozitie of this pꝛeſente patliamente, that the 
ſame acte made in the ſayde.· ui. yere of oute ſayde ſoueraygne loꝛde con⸗ 
cernynge ſerche of tanned lether within the ſayde citie of London, and o⸗ 
ther places expꝛeſſed in the ſame acte, ſhall ſtylle ſtande and abyde in fulle 
ſtrength and vertue, with all ſingular the pꝛouiſions thervnto annered. 
¶ And ouer that be it enacted, that alle mayzes, ſheriffes, baylies, and 
other chike gouernours of other cyties, bozoughes, and townes coꝛpo⸗ 
rate, and loꝛdes of faires and markettes, within therr liberties, francheles, 
turisdiction, and auctozities, and every of theym, ſhall from henſefozthe 
haue power and auctozitie to name and appoynte two ſuche of the crafte 
of cozdweyners 02 coats, 02 one of the one crafte, and an other of the 
other crafte, as they ſhall thynke moſte conuenient and experte in the ſayd 
occupations, to viewe and ſerche all tanned lether bzoughte to be ſolde,to 
any markettes o2 fay:es, kepte within any liberties, frauncheſes, turts- 
dictions, 02 auctozittes, and to make ſerche therof truely and duely, with 
out fauour, affection, oꝛ cozruption . And where as none of the ſayd two 
craftes be inhabyted, that than hit ſhall be lefull to the lozdes, may2es, 02 
other offycers, as is afoꝛeſayde, to electe and appoynte ſuche other of 
the kynges lubtettes , as be mooſte experte in knowledge of tanned le⸗ 
ther: And ſuche as they ſhall fynde ſufficiente, to putte a marke oz a 
pꝛinte thervnto, 
¶ And that no perſonne oꝛ perſones ſhall put any tanned lether to ſale, in 
any fayze oʒ markette, befoze it be viewed, ſerched, and marked, vppon 
peyne to loſe and fazfayte foz eucry hyde of tanned lether put to ſale con- 
trary to this acte.rr.d. 
¶ And it is alſo enacted, that as well the. moytie of the ſayde fozfayture, 
as the moytie of all fozfaytures and penalties made oz lymptted by any 
other ſtatute o2 ſtatutes, heretofoze made fo2 o2 concernynge tanned le- 
ther, ſhall be to the kynge our ſouerayne loꝛde: and the other moyte ther- 
of to be to the may2es, ſhy:effes, bayliffes, oꝛ other chiefe gouernours of 
ſuche Cities, bozoughes, oz townes cozpozate, and to the lozdes of the 
fay:es oz markettes, oz any other the kynges ſubiectes, within whole 
iurisdictions ſuche cauſe of fo:fayture, oz penaltye (hall be founden, 
that is to ſaye, to ſuche of theym as ſhall ceaſe oz ſue fo2 the ſame, if they 
take they2 ſuyte fo2 ſuche foꝛfaytute within ſyxe monethes nexte after 
ſuche fozfayture ſhall happen: Ind yf they do not, thanne to be to ſuche 
of the kynges ſubiectes, that wyll ſue fo2 the ſame . Ind euerye ſuche per- 
ſone and perſones, as ſhall be intitled to haue ſuche foꝛfayture, ſhall haue 
an action of dette fo: the ſame: So that they commenſe and take they? 
ſuite 02 action within halfe a pere nexte after the ſayde .'vi. monethes, by 
waitte, byll,playnt, o2 infoꝛmation, in whiche action oz ſuite no wager of 
lawe, eſſoen, pꝛotection, oꝛ pautlege ſhalbe allowed. 
¶ And all be it that lether be well and ſuffictentely tanned, yet neuer the 
leſſe the coziars, fo: they; owne ſyngular lucre and ad 1 ſo 9 
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the ſaydelether, with water and other ſubtylt wayes and meanes, that is 
is very vnpꝛokytable fo: the exerciſe of the kynges ſubtectes : It is thers 
fo:c enacted, that eucry cozicr ſhall well and ſufficiently cozic and blacke 
the ſayde lether tanned, as well the lether of other, to hym bzought to be 
cozted, as his owne lether, exerciſynge in his ſayde myſterie o2 cozyenge 
tallowe and ſuche other thynges, as to and foz the trewe and iuſte co2y- 
enge of lether appertayneth, withoute fraude oz deceyte, and not craftely 
to bourne ne ſparche the ſayde lether, ne vſe inſufficient ſtuffe of talowe 0z 
oyle, vpon peyne to loſe and fozfayte foz euery hyde oz pece of lether, that 
anp cozter ſhall craftely, deceytfully, oz inſuffictently coꝛie contrary to this 
acte. iii. 8. ttit.d. The onchalfe of whiche foꝛfayture to be to the kynge 
our ſoueraynelozde, and the other halfe to ſuche as ſhall fynde the defaut. 
And ſuche as ſhall be intitled to the ſayd fozfayture ſhall haue an action of 
dette fo: the lame by wzytte, byll, pleynt, oz infozmation in any ofthe kyn⸗ 
ges courtes: Jn whiche action oz ſuite none eſſoen, pꝛotection, patuilege, 
no2 wager of lawe ſhall be allowed oz admitted. | 
¶ Ind be it enacted, that the Juſtices of the peace, in euerye ſhyze, cytie, 
and towne cozpozate, within the lymittes of theyꝛ commiſſions and auc⸗ 
tozities, ſhal haue power and auctoꝛitie, to enquere, here, and determyne 
euer offence hereafter to be done 02 commytted contrary to this acte, as 
welle by infomation as by pꝛeſentment afoze theym, and to make ſuche 
pꝛoces vppon euety pꝛeſentemente, as they commonly do vppon indite- 
mentes of treſpas, 

AND TOtheintent that the ſayde ſerchers ſhall gyue they: attendance 
and diligence in true execution of this acte. Be it therfoꝛe enacted by auc⸗ 
t ozitie afozeſayde, that the ſayd ſercher oꝛ ſerchers from tymeto tyme,ſhal 
and maye take foz eucry ten peces of tanned lether, ſo by hym oz them ſer⸗ 
ched, viewed, and marked, as is afozeſayde, foꝛ his oz thep2 peyne taken 
therin one peny, and no moze. And that alſo euery of the ſayde ſerchers fo 
the ſtypende oz fee befoze limitted from tyme to tyme, vpon laufull requeſt 
to hym made, by any perſone oz perſons, hauynge tanned lether in open 
market oz fayze to be ſolde within the limites of the ſayde ſerchers, ſhal put 
to his oz they2 pꝛinte, ſeale, oꝛ marke, without contradiction 02 deniall, to 
euery ſuche pece of lether ſufficiently tanned, vppon peyne to fozfayte fo 
euery defaute by the ſayde ſercher oz ſerchers ſo commytted .i1i.s.11.d. 
The one moytie therofto be to the kyng our ſouerayne loꝛde, and the other 
to the partte greued, that wyll ſuc foz the ſame by bylle, playnt, oz info:- 
mation, in any competent courte of tecoꝛde. Jn whiche ſuite no wager of 
lawe, eſſoen, noꝛ pꝛotection ſhalbe admitted noꝛ allowed. 

¶ Pꝛouided al way that this acte, oz any thynge therin conteyned, be not 
in any wyſe hurtfull oz pꝛeiudicial to any lozde oꝛ loꝛdes, oꝛ any other ha⸗ 
uyng libertie oz liberties, faires oꝛ markettes, oz any of them, their heites, 
oz ſucceſſours of any of them, foz oz cõcernynge any of the fozfaytures ex- 
pꝛeſſed in this act, whiche they oz any of them laufully hadde, oz 2 
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haue had befoze the makynge of thts pꝛeſent acte: i 02 any thynge 
in the ſame mencioned to the contrary not withſtandynge. 

¶ Pꝛouided alway that this acte, oz any thynge therin conteyned, ſhall 
not in any wyſe be p2etudictall oz hurtefull to the chancellers, vichancel- 
lers, p2octours, tarers, and ſcholers, their officers and miniſters, of the 
bniuerſittes of Oxkoꝛde and Cambzige, 02 any of them, of fo2 oz concer⸗ 
nynge the auctozitie ot ſerche of tanned lether, oꝛ any of the fozfaytures of 
the ſame: whiche they laufully hadde oꝛ mought haue had befoze the ma⸗ 
kynge of this pꝛeſente acte, any thynge therin conteyned to the contrarye 
hereof not withſtandynge. 


An acte concernynge the true dienge ol 
wollen clothe, Cap. ii. 


Kapen the cömons in this pꝛeſent parlyament aſſembled, 
that where dyuers perſones, within this realme of Eng⸗ 
lande, as well aliens as other, vſynge the miſterie oz craft 
4 of dyers, now ok late haue vſed and ererciſed a falſe ſleigh⸗ 
trve and deceyuable wape, in dienge with bzaſell and ſuche 
— other lyke ſubtiltes, fy:ſte inuented and founde by alicns, 
bozne out of this realme of Englande, to the great hurte and ſclander of 
wollen clothes dyed within this ſayd realme, whiche in tymes paſt haue in 
all outwarde parties ben noted tohaue had the mooſte ſubſtanciall coloz 
red wollen clothes, of all realmes ch:iſtened , That it therfoze maye be 
enacted and eſtablyſſhed by the kynge our ſouerayne loꝛde, the lozdes ſpi⸗ 
rituall and tempozall,and the commons in this pꝛeſent parlyament aſſem⸗ 
bled, and by the auctozitie of the ſame, that no maner of perſon oz perſons 
occupienge the ſayde crafte of dienge within this realme of Englande, of 
what degree oz nation ſo euer he be, from the feaſte ofthe natiuite of oure 
lozde god nowe nexte commynge, do take vppon hym oz them to dye oz 
altere, oꝛ cauſe to be dyed oz altered any wollen clothe oz clothes, as 
b:owne blewes, pewkes, tawnies, oz violettes, oz hattes oz cappes : er- 
cepte the ſame wollen clothes, hattis and cappes be perfectly boyled, grei: 
nid, oꝛ maderid vpon the wode and ſhotte, with good and ſufficient cozke 
02 oꝛchall, after a dewe ſubſtanciall and ſufficiente meane of wozkeman- 
ſchyppe, accoꝛdynge to the olde wozkemanſhyp, befoze tyme vled: vppon 
peyne of foꝛfaytute ot. xl. s. fo2 euery clothe, and. tit. s. ttii.d. fo2 euetye 
hatte oꝛ cappe ſo to be dyed 02 altered from the true wozkemanſhyppe, as 
is afoʒeſayde. 
¶ And foz bycauſe that many men, occupienge the ſayde feate of dienge, 
faiſly and vntruly do occupie bzaſell in dyuers and ſondꝛye colours, to the 
greate deceyte, hurte, and hynderance ofthe kynges liege people: 
Be it therfoze enacted and eſtablyſſhed, by the auctozitie afoze ſayde, 


that no maner of perſonne oz perſonnes, occuppenge the ſayde feate oz 
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decupation of dithee of wollen cloth oz clothes, ſhall occupie any bzalel, 
into oꝛ with any wollen clothe oz clothes, hatte 02 cappe, within the layde 
realme, and in the ſcarlet colour occupie any other thynge than graine on- 
lv, vpon peyne of fozfapture of foztie ſhyllynges ſterlyng, foʒ euery clothe, 
and. iii.g.iiii.d. fo: euery hatte oʒ cappe made and dyed contrarye to the 
fourme, tenour, and effecte of this pꝛeſent acte. And the thyꝛde parte of the 
fozfayture oz value therof,to be to the kynge our louerayne loꝛde, and the 
other two partes therof to be egally dyuyded betwene the ſayde perſone, 
that ſhalbe ſeaſour o2 taker ofthe ſame, and the mayꝛe, bayliftes, oꝛ other 
gouernours of the citie, towne, boꝛough, oz village where any luche ſea- 
(ure ſhall foꝛtune to be to theyʒ owne vles. | 
¶ And that foz the better refozmation of the ſayde vntrue dyenge of clo⸗ 
thes, hattes, and cappes, Be it enacted by the auctozite afozeſayde, that 
it ſhall bclefull to the wardeyns ofthe miſterie 02 crafte of dyers, of every 
citie, bozough, and towne cozpozate within this realme, where ſuche war⸗ 
deyns be, and to theyz ſucceſfours, fo: the tyme being, and where no ſuche 
wardens be, to the mayze, ſhy:effes, baylyffes, conſtables, and other the 
kynges heed officers, of eucry cytie, bozough, towne, and village, and to 
they: ſucceſſours, to entre into all places pztutleged and other, where dy⸗ 
enge is vſed within they: liberties, and within a myle compaſle of cuerye 
ſuche citie, bozough, towne, and village, where any cloth oz clothes, hatte 
02 cappe, hattis oz cappts, is oꝛ ſhalbe put to dienge, died, 02 altered into 
colours, as is afozeſayde, there duely and trewely to viewe, enquere, and 
ſerche, if any defaute be done, had, oꝛ made contrary to the fozme, tenour 
and effecte of this pꝛeſent acte. 

¶ And it any maner of perſone ozperſones, dyer, oz other, withſtande, 
refuſe, oz denye any ſuche ſerche to be made, contrarye to the tenoure 
of this pꝛeſente acte, that thanne euery ſuche perſonne, ſoo lettynge, rc- 
fuſpnge, withſtandynge, oz denyenge any ſuche ſerche to be made in any 
howſe oz houles, where dyenge is vſed, at any tyme hcreafter, ſhall foz⸗ 
fayte fo2 euery tyme offendynge, contrarye to the fourme afoze ſayde, foz- 
tye ſhyllynges. The thyꝛde parte of the whiche fozfayture to be to the 
kynge our ſouerayne loꝛde, and the other two partes to be egally deui⸗ 
ded betwene the Mayze, Shyzeffes, baylyffe, and other officer of euerye 
ſuche citie, bozoughe, oz towne, and other the kynges ſubiectes, whiche 
wyll ſewe fo: the lame, by action of dette, by wzytte at the common lawe, 
by bylle, infoꝛmation, oꝛ playnt, after the cuſtome of the cytie, bozough, 
to wne, oꝛ pozte, where at any tyme hereafter any ſuche fynes, fozfaitures, 
oz penalties ſhal happen to falle oz be: and that the defendant in any ſuche 
caſe, ſhall not be admytted to wage his lawe, oz any pꝛotection oz eſſoen, 
fo2 any defendant, be allowed in the ſame.

¶ And that it be further enacted by the auctoutte afoꝛeſaid that your ſayd 
Juſtices, fo: the tyme beinge, may haue full power and auctozitie to en- 
uere in euery terme to be holden after the ſayde feaſte of ſaynct Michael, 
he whiche (hall be in the layde pere of our lozde god. M. D. Xx X XIII. by 
the othe of. X II. men ofthe ſayde countie, as well of them that haue not 
paued, acco2dynge to the pꝛouiſion afozſayde, as alſo of them that remiſly 
02 inſufficiently ſhall hereafter meynteyne the ſame pauement accoꝛdynge 
to the ſayde pꝛouiſion. And that the ſayde Juſtices may haue power and 
auctoaitie,after ſuche defaute befoze them pzelented,to make pꝛoces by di⸗ 
ſtreſſe oz other wyſe by theyꝛ diſcretion, ageynſte the ſayde offenders, they: 
heires, and ſucceſſours,as well foꝛ makynge, repaprynge, and amendinge 
of the ſapde hygh way, as fo: the ſayd penaltie ſo koꝛfayted. 


An acte that appeles in ſuche caſes as hath ben vſed to be pur- 
ſued to the See ol Rome ſhall not be from hensfo:the 
had ne vſed but within this realme. Ca. xi. 
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£ hit is manpfeſtlpe declared and expꝛeſſed, that this realme of 
Englande is an Impire, ⁊ ſo hath ben accepted in the woꝛlde 
V gouerned by one ſupꝛeme heed and kynge, hauyng the digni⸗ 
tie and ropall aſtate of thimperiall crowne of the ſame: Unto 
whom a body politike, compacte of all ſorces & degrees of people, deuyded 
in termes and by names of ſpiritualtie and tempozaltie, ben bounden and 
owen to beare nexte to god, a naturall and humble obedience, He beynge 
alſo inſtitute and furnyſſhed by the goodnes and ſuffraunce of almyghtye 
god, with plenarie, holle, and entire power, pꝛeeminence, auctozitie, pꝛero⸗ 
gatiue, and iuris diction, to rendre and yelde Juſtice and fynall determi⸗ 
nation to all maner of folke reſiauntes oz ſubiectes within this his realme 
in al cauſes, matters, debates, and contentions, happenynge to occurre, 
inſurge, oꝛ begyn within the limittes therof, without reſtreynt oꝛ pꝛouoca⸗ 
tion to any foꝛein pzinces oꝛ potentates ofthe wozld : The body ſpirituall 
wherofhaupnge power whan any cauſe of the lawe diuine happened to 
come in queſtion, oz bf ſpirituall lernyng, than hit was declared, inter⸗ 
pꝛete, and ſhewed by that parte of the ſayde body 82 called the 
ſpiritualtie, nowe beinge vſuallye called the englyſſhe churche, whiche 
al wayes hath bene reputed and alſo founde of that ſoꝛte, that boothe foz 
knowlege, integrite,and ſufficiencie of noumbꝛe, hit hathe bene alwayes 
thought, and is alſo at this houre, ſufficient and mete of it ſelfe, withoute 
the intermedlynge of any exterioꝛ perſonne oꝛ perſones, to declare and de⸗ 
termine all ſuche doutes, and to admyniſter all ſuche offices and dueties 
as to they: roumes ſpiritualle dothe apperteyne. Foz the due adminiſtra⸗ 
tion wherof, and to kepe them from co:ruption and ſiniſtre —_ — 
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kynges mooſte noble pꝛogenitours, and the anteceſſours of the nobles 
of this realme, haue ſufficientlye endowed the ſayde churche boothe with 
honour and poſſeſſions . And the lawes tempozalle, foz triall of pꝛop zetie 
of landes and goodes, and foꝛ the conſeruation of the people of this real- 
me in vnite and peace, without rauin 02 ſpoile, was and yet is admtniſtred, 
adiudged, and executed by ſondzy iudges and miniſters of the other parte 
of the ſayde bodye polytike, called the Tempozaltie : And boothe their au⸗ 
cto2ities and iurisdictions do contoyn to gether in the due adminiſtration 
of Juſtyce, the one to helpe the other. 
4 AND where as the kinge his mooſte noble pꝛogenitours, and the 
nobylitie and commons of this layde Realme , at dyuerſe and ſondzye 
parlyamentes, as welle in the tyme of kynge EDVVARDE the fyzſte, 
EDVVARDE thethy:de, RICHARD E theſcconde, HENRY the 
fourthe, and other noble kynges of this realine, made ſondzye oꝛdynaun⸗ 
ces, lawes, ſtatutes, and pꝛouiſtons, foz the entiere and ſure conleruation 
of the pꝛerogatyues, liberties, and pꝛeeminences ofthe layde imperyalle 
crowne of this realme, and of the iurisdictions ſpiritualle and tempozall 
of the ſame, to kepe hit from the annoyaunce as welle of the See of RKo- 
me, as fromme the auctozitie of other fozeyne potentates, attemptynge 
the diminution oꝛ violation therof, as often and frome tyme to tyme, as 
any ſuche annoyaunce o2 attempte myghte be knowen oz eſpied. And 
not withſtandynge the ſayde good ſtatutes and oꝛdynaunces, made in 
the tyme of the kynges mooſte noble p2ogenitours, in pꝛeſeruation of 
the auctoꝛytie and pꝛerogatiue of the ſayde impertalle crowne, as is a⸗ 
fo:eſayde : yet neuer the leſſe ſpthen the makynge of the ſayde good ſta⸗ 
tutes and oꝛdynaunces, dyuers and ſondrye inconueniences and daun⸗ 
gyers, not pꝛouyded foze playnely, by the ſayde foꝛmer actes, ſtatutes, 
and oꝛdynaunces, haue ryſen and ſponge, by reaſon of appeales ſewed 
oute of this realme to the See of Rome, in cauſes teſtamentarie, cau⸗ 
ſes of matrimonie, and diuoꝛces, ryghte of tithes, oblations , and ob⸗ 
uentions, not onely to the greatte inquietation, veration, trouble, co⸗ 
ſtis and charges of the kynges hyghneſſe, and manye of his ſubiectis 
and reſiauntis in this his realme, but alſo to the greatte delaye and lette 
to the trewe and ſpedye determynation of the ſayde cauſes, foz ſo moche 
as the parties, appelynge to the ſayde courte of Rome, mooſte commonly 
do the ſame foꝛ the delaye of Juſtice. And fo2 as moche as the greatte di- 
ſtance of way is ſo karte out of this realme, ſo that the neceſſarye pꝛoues, 
no: the true knowlege of the cauſe can neyther there be ſo welle knowen, 
ne the wytneſſes there ſo welle examined as within this realme, ſo that the 
parties greued by meanes of the ſayde appeles, be moſte tymes withoute 
remedy. In conſideration wherof the kynges hyghnes, his nobles , and 
commons conſiderynge the greatte enozmities, daungers,longe delayes, 
and hurtes, that as well to his highnes as to his ſayde nobles, ſubiectes, 
commons, and reſiauntes of this his realme, - the ſayde cauſes teſta- 
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mentarye, cauſes of matrimonye, and deuo:ces, tythes, oblations, and 
obuentions, do daylye enſue, Dothe therfoze by his royall aſſente and by 
the aſſente of the loꝛdes ſpiritualleand teinpozalle, and the commons in 
this pꝛeſente pariyamente aſſembled, and by auctozite of the ſame enacte, 
eſtablyſſhe, and oꝛdeyne, that all cauſes teſtamentarye, cauſes of ma- 
trimonye and diuozces, ryghtes of tythes, oblations, and obuencyons, 
(the knowlege whereof by the goodneſſe of pꝛincis of this realme, and 
by the lawes and cuſtomes of the ſame apperteynethe to the ſpiritualle 
turisdiction of this realme) alle redye commenſed, moued, dependynge, 
beinge, happenynge, oz hereafter commynge in contention, debate, oz 
queſtion within this realme, oꝛ within any the kynges dominions oꝛ mar⸗ 
ches of the ſame, oz elles where, whether they concerne the kynge oute 
ſoueraygnelozde, his heyꝛes oꝛ ſucceſſours oz any other ſubiectes oz re- 
ſiauntes within the ſame, of what degree ſo euer they be, ſhall be frome 
hens koꝛthe harde, examined, diſcuſſed, clerely, finally, and diffinitiuclye 
adiudged and determyned within the kynges turisdiction and auctozy⸗ 
tie, and not elles where, in ſuche courtes ſpirituall and tempozalle of the 
ſame, as the natures, conditions, and qualyties of the cauſes and mat⸗ 
ters afoze layde, in contentyon, oz hereafter happenynge in contention, 
ſhall require, without hauynge any reſpecte to any cuſtome, vſe, oꝛ ſut᷑⸗ 
feraunce, in hynderaunce, lette, oz pꝛeiudice of the ſame, oz to any other 
thynge vſed oꝛ ſuffercd to the contrarye therof by any other maner per⸗ 
ſone oz perſones in any maner of wyſe, Anye fozeyne inhybytions, ap- 
peales, ſentences, ſommons, citations, ſuſpentions, interdictions, ex⸗ 
communications, reſtrepntes, iudgementes, 02 any other pꝛoces, 02 im⸗ 
pedimentes, of what natures, names, qualities, oz conditions ſoo euer

hereafter refuſe to miniſtre, oz to cauſe to be miniſtred the ſayde ſacramen-

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vſed in the ſumptuous and coſtlye araye and apparaile atccuſtomablpe 
woꝛne in this realine : wherof hath enſued and daylp do chance ſuche ſon⸗ 
dꝛie, high, and notable inconueniences, as be to the great, manifeſt, and 
noto2tous detriment of the common weale, the ſlubuercion of good and

And all tranſgreſſions, offences, ſommes of money, penalties, and foz- 
faytures fo2 any thynge done contrarye to the ſayde foꝛmer actes, 02 any 
oftheym, befoꝛe this tyme made fo refozmation of exceſſe in appataple, 
be clerely remytted, pardoned, and releaſed, and the offenders in that be- 
halfe, and euery ot them to be therof diſcharged, and acquited foz euer. 

¶ Pꝛouyded al wapes, that this acte, no2 any thynge therin conteyned,be 
hurtful oz pꝛeiudiciall to any ſpirituall oz tempozall perſon, in and _— 
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wearynge any omamentes of the churche, vſed foꝛ executynge diuine ſer⸗ 
uice, oꝛ toz wearynge they? amicts, mantyls, habites, oz garmentes of re- 
lygyon, oz other thynges, whiche they be vſed oz bounde vnto by they? 
romes, 02 pꝛomotions, oz religions, ne alſo to any graduates, beadels, oz 
miniſters to the graduates in vniuerſities # ſcoles, foz wearynge of theyz 
habites oz hoodes, with furres, lyninges, oz otherwyſe, after ſuche fozme 
as heretofoze they haue ben accuſtomed to do, any thynge in this pꝛeſente 
acte made to the contrary not withſtandynge.
